‘‘A Personal Vision of Wildlife and 
Wilderness” 


In a slide presentation narrated by 
photographer and filmmaker John Stern, 
Academy members will be treated to an 
intimate look at the wildlife and wilderness 
of a spectacular American landscape from 
the Makoshika Badlands of eastern Mon- 
tana to the rugged mountains of the 
Montana/Idaho border. The program is a 
journey from a time of frontier intolerance 
and exploitation of wildlife to a contempor- 
ary attitude which encourages research 
and conservation. The central historical 
theme of this presentation is the decline of 
the Rocky Mountain Wolf, which is traced 
from the late 19th century to the present, 
however the speaker covers many wildlife 
subjects and habitats of this remote and 
majestic part of the U.S. 


Special Exhibits 


John Stern is a native of Berkeley, but has 
been actively filming and photographing in 
Montana and throughout the Rockies since 
1974. He has been the recipient of several 
awards in the visual arts including the 
Silver Award of the New York International 
Animated Film Festival and an Eisner 
Award at the University of California, 
Berkeley. His work has been featured in 
one-man shows at the University of Mon- 
tana, Abercrombie and Fitch, Bank of Cali- 
fornia in Berkeley, and earlier this year at 
the California Academy of Sciences.

“Ong-Quang-e”: Longhair Kachina by 
Dan Namingha 


Dan Namingha, hailed as “‘one of the 
youngest stars on the art horizon of the 
Southwest” is the featured artist in a new 
exhibit which opened November 16 at the 
California Academy of Sciences entitled, 
“Extensions of the Nampeyo Creative 
Spirit’, a display of talent which covers five 
generations of a single Hopi family. 


The source of this creative spirit begins 
with Namingha’s great-great-grandmother, 


Nampeyo, the famous Hopi potter who is 
credited with the revival and return to tradi- 
tional Hopi pottery making and designs 
over 70 years ago. Several examples of her 
work, as well as pottery created by four of 
her direct descendents, (including 
Namingha’s mother Dextra Quotskuya 
Nampeyo), indeed prove the creative abili- 
ties which run through the Nampeyo family. 


The focal point of the show, however, is a 
collection of 33 contemporary paintings, 
sculptures and lithographs by Dan 
Namingha. The subject of his art is drawn 
from the memories of his childhood: from 
pueblo scenes, from kachina ceremonies 
which center around the growing season, 
and from the villages of the Hopi mesas of 
northern Arizona. 


Dan Namingha’s works are in the perma- 
nent collections of the Indian Arts Collec- 
tion in Washington, D.C., The Heard Mu- 
seum, Phoenix, and the Museum of North- 
ern Arizona in Flagstaff, as well as ina 
growing number of private collections 
around the country. He has had several 
one man shows in Arizona and California, 
his most recent exhibit being at the 
Sonoma County Library in Santa Rosa this 
fall. 


Extensions of the Nampeyo Creative Spirit 
continues in Lovell White Hall through 
January 16, 1978. An exhibition poster filled 
with the blues, rusts and golds of 
Namingha’s Southwest is available at the 
Information Desk in Cowell Hall. A cata- 
logue in color and black and white is also 
for sale. 


The Farallon Islands, a stunning color photo 
exhibit by Tupper Ansel Blake, continues in 
Hohfeld Gallery I, just outside the audi- 
torium. In Hohfeld Gallery Il you can enjoy 
the photos in Condemned Rivers of the 
Mother Lode, an exhibit organized by 
Friends of the River.

Dr. Richard H. Jahns 
New President... 


Announcement came at the October Board 
of Trustees meeting of the election of a 
new President and Vice President of the 
Academy. Dr. Richard H. Jahns, Dean of 
the School of Earth Sciences at Stanford 
University assumes the office of President 
(he was formerly the Academy’s Vice 
President) and Dr. F. Clark Howell, Pro- 
fessor of Anthropology at University of 
California, Berkeley will serve as Vice 
President. 


Dr. Jahns has been a member of the 

Board of Trustees since 1971, an activity he 
added to an already long list of professional. 
affiliations and activities. In recent years 

Dr. Jahns has served as Chairman for the 
National Science Foundation’s Earth Sci- 
ences Advisory Panel, and headed the 
Environmental Sciences Advisory Board. 

He is a fellow of many prestigious organiza- 
tions including the American Geophysical 
Union, the California Academy of Sciences, 
and the Geological Society of America, to 
name a few. Dr. Jahns has been Dean of the 
Earth Sciences Department at Stanford 
since 1965 and is currently active on the 
California State Seismic Safety Commission 
and the Desert Plan Advisory Committee 

for the U.S. Bureau of Land Management. 
Listed among his chief professional inter- 
ests are igneous petrology; genesis of 
granites, pegmatites and aplites; economic 
and engineering geology; glacial geology 
and the training of geologists. 


Serving as Vice President is anthropologist 
F, Clark Howell, pictured below, whose in- 
terests cover paleoanthropology and hu- 
man paleontology; anatomy and human 
biology. Dr. Howell received his Ph.D. in 
1953 from the University of Chicago where

he was a professor and later chairman of 
the Department of Anthropology for 15 
years before coming to Berkeley in 1979. 
Dr. Howell is no stranger to the Academy. 
He has served on the Board of Trustees 

for over two years and has been scientific 
advisor on such Academy projects as the 
African Origins of Man room and the Wattis 
Hall of Man. 


Dr. Howell’s reputation and anthropological 
interests have taken him all over the world. 
Since March of this year he has traveled 

to the USSR as an exchange scientist to 
their Academy of Sciences and to Saudi 
Arabia to advise on a paleoanthropological 
survey of that country. 


According to the constitution of the Cali- 
fornia Academy of Sciences, the President 
and Vice President serve as Chairman and 
Vice Chairman respectively of the Science 
Council and sit on the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Board of Trustees. The former 
President of the Academy was Professor 
Lincoln Constance of the University of 
California.
